minor under the age of sixteen, the person attempts to entice
a person reasonably believed to be under the ag€ pE eiëleen.
A person convicted under this subsection shall not be subject
to the registration requirements under chapter 6924 unless the
finder of fact determines that the illegal act was sexually
mot ivated .

5. A person shal1 not be convicted of a violation of this
section unless the person commits an overt act evidencing a

purpose to entice.
5.- 6. For purposes of determining jurisdictíon under

section 803.1, an offense is considered committed in this
state if the communication to entice e:t'tâ1r+-mi:fter or attempt to
entice a person believed to be a minor who is present in this
state originates from another state, or the communication to
entice a$areiñer or attempt to entice a person believed to be

a minor is sent from this state.
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
